Grad.  School 
Sets  Entry 
Requirements 

The  graduate  faculty  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  requires 
all  applicants  for  admission  to 
the  Graduate  School  to  submit 
complete  credentials  one  month 
before  registration  day  of  the 
first  quarter  they  plan  to  attend 
after  receiving  their  bachelor’s 
degree,  it  has  been  announced 
by  Dr.  Asahel  D.  Woodruff,  dean 
of  of  the  graduate  school. 

Required  credentials  include  ap- 
plication form,  fully  filled  out, 
three  recommendations,  tran- 
scripts of  credits  showing  bach- 
elor’s degree,  and  graduate  re- 
cord 'examination  scores. 

The  graduate  record  examina- 
tion is  given  four  times  yearly. 
The  next  one  will  be  given  in 
May  and  should  be  taken  by 
those  who  plan  to  do  graduate 
work  during  the  summer  quar- 
ter. The  sfpplication  to  take  the 
examination  must  be  submitted 
three  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  examination,  and  students 
planning  on  taking  it  should  con- 
tact the  office  of  the  Graduate 
School  to  see  which  parts  of  the 
examination  it  is  neqessary  for 
them  to  take. 

The  application  forms  can  be 
obtained  from  Vern  Jensen  at  the 
Counseling  office  in  the  Maeser 
building. 


Civil  Service 
Announces 
Teacher  Need 

The  U.  S.  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission has  announced  that  there 
is  still,  an  urgent  need  for  Ele- 
mentary Teachers  in  the  Indian 
Service.  The  Commission  an- 
nounced an  examination  for  Ele- 
mentary Teachers  in  June  1950, 
but  to  date  sufficient  qualified 
candidates  have  not  been  re- 
cruited. 

The  jobs  being  filled  from  the 
Commission’s  examination  pay 
$3,100  a year.  Applicants  will 
not  be  required  to  take  a written 
examination.  To  qualify,  they 
must  show  successful  completion 
of  a full  4-year  course  leading  to 
a degree  from  an  accredited  col- 
lege or  university,  including  or 
supplemented  by  24  semester 
hours  in  education  of  which  12 
semester  hours  must  be  in  ele- 
mentary education.  Applicants 
whose  courses  do  not  include  two 
semester  hours  in  methods  of 
teaching  elementary  grades  must 
have  had  one  year  of  teaching  at 
the  elementary  level.  Applica- 
tions will  be  accepted  from  stu- 
dents who  expect  to  complete  the 
required  courses  within  90  days 
after  filing  their  applications. 

More  detailed  information 
about  requirements  and  other 
points  of  interest  are  given  in 
the  examination  announcement.

War  Vet  Offers 
Eye  To  Support 
Wife,  Children 

LOS  ANGELES,  (INS— Ted 
Earl,  the  25-year-old  war  vet  who 
offered  to  trade  an  eye  for  money 
to  help  support  his  wife  and  two 
children,  is  scheduled  to  enter 
the  Veterans  hospital  today  to  un- 
dergo neurosurgery.  But  he  still 
has  both  of  his  eyes. 

Earl,  twice-wounded  in  World 
War  II,  made  his  offer  to  sell 
his  eye  to  . some  blind  person  last 
week  when  he  grew  concerned 
over  how  his  family  could  get 
along  while  he  was  in  the  hos- 
pital. He  may  have  to  stay  a 
year. 

Earl’s  only  income  at  present  is 
a $30  a month  check  he  gets 
from  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion for  a partial  disability  from 
wounds  suffered  at  Dutch  Harbor 
and  aboard  a navy  ship  bombed 
by  the  Japanese. 

He  had  to  give  up- his  job  as 
clerk  in  a wholesale  building  sup- 
ply firm  after  losing  partial  use 
of  a leg  from  a back  injury. 

Since  his  offer,  however,  Earl 
said  he  has  not  had  a single  in- 
quiry for  his  eye.  But  there  has 
been  other  help. 

“More  than  200  people  have 
sent  in  letters,”  Earl  said.  “People 
have  been  wonderful.  My  family 
won’t  have  to  worry  for  a month, 
anyway.” 

Earl  said  doctors  are  not  sure, 
but  they  believe  his  back  condi- 
tion stems  from  an  auto  accident 
last  October  when  he  was  thrown 
through  the  windshield,  suffering 
a fractured  skull  and  other  in- 
juries. 

Earl  said: 

“The  doctors  think  perhaps  my 
condition  might  be  caused  from  a 
partially  dissolved  blood  clot.  I 
had  a blood  clot  in  my  temple 
after  the  accident  and  it  may 
have  partially  dissolved  but 
lodged  in  the  spine.”

Rather  than  lose  their  baker,  the 
townsfolk  take  it  upon  them- 
selves to  get  the  woman  back.

Rating  Scales 

Readied 

For  Graduates 

A final  graduate  examination 
rating  has  been  worked  out  and 
is  available  to  students,  according 
to  Dr.  Asahel  D.  Woodruff,  dean 
of  the  Brigham  Young  University 
graduate  school. 

The  rating  covers  various 
aspects  of  performance  on  the 
examination  and  five  degrees  of 
response.  “Its  main  purpose  is 
to  permit  us  to  compare  a stu- 
dent’s performance  on  the  exam- 
ination with  the  record  of  his 
progress  during  his  time  here,” 
said  Dr.  Woodruff. 

No  particular  score  is  suggest- 
ed in  order  to  pass 'the  examin- 
ation, but  members  of  a faculty 
committee  of  examiners  will  con- 
fer before  announcing  to  the  stu- 
dent whether  he  has  failed,  pas- 
sed, or  ought  to  take  the  examin- 
ation over. 

The  evaluation  of  performance 
will  deal  with  academic  sound- 
ness of  response,  evidence  of 
mastery  of  importj^nt  areas  of 
major  field,  and  evidence  of  com- 
petence in  fundamentals  of  min- 
or field.  Other  considerations  in- 
clude recognition  of  limits  of  stu- 
dent’s own  knowledge,  awareness 
of  other  points  of  view  and  ability 
to  discuss  them,  quality  of  rea- 
soning in  discussion,  ability  to 
support  views,  alertness  and  re- 
sponsiveness in  discussion,  ability 
to  present  theses  for  discussion, 
support  of  theses  in  response  to 
questions,  and  evidence  of  depth 
beyond  demands  of  examination.

Teaching  Begins 

Unable  to  procure  a building 
for  a school,  she,  with  the  aid  of 
flighty  Miss  Ronberry  and  pen- 
sive Mr.  Jones,  who  are  two  of 
the  Lord's  saved,  starts  teaching 
to  both  the  children  and  parents; 
many  of  whom  do  not  even  read, 
write,  or  speak  English. 

She  is  immediately  attacked 
by  owners  of  village  of  enter- 
prises who  claim  she  is  interfer- 
ing with  their  games  of  chance, 
by  the  mine  owners  who  resent 
her  taking  the  young  children 
from  the  mines,  and  by  the  town 
clergy  who  brand  her  as  a world- 
ly ‘adventuress.’ 

Miss  Moffat’s  discovery  of  an 
exceptionally  fine  mind  in  young 
Morgan  Evans  only  increases  her 
determination  to  succeed  in  her 
endeavor.  With  unlimited  zeal 
she  prepares  Evans  over  a period 
of  three  and  a half  years  for  an 
examination  that  will  win  him  a 
scholarship  to  Oxford.  Confront- 
ed by  numerous  serious  and  hum- 
orous incidents.  Miss  Moffat  fin- 
ally gains  a foothold  in  her  work, 
the  people  learn  to  praise  her 
ambition,  and  Morgan  Evans  re- 
ceives the  scholarship.

“This 
sacrifice,”  Peterson  pointed  out, 
“means  the  continuance  of  free- 
dom in  this  world.  We  must  sup- 
port the  men  on  the  fighting 
front  by  giving  our  utmost  on 
the  civilian  front,  not  only  as 
students  but  as  mature  and 
thoughtful  citizens."

"Will  you  be  safer  if  you  choose  the  Navy,  Air  Corps  or  Ma- 
rines? There  is  no  'safe’  branch  of  the  service  in  time  of  war.  .

Since  Elder  Spencer  W.  Kim- 
ball’s talk  to  the  B.Y.U.  students 
on  morals,  comments  have  been 
flying  thick  and  fast  around  the 
campus.  The  phase  of  his  talk 
that  has  been  most  discussed  is 
that  of  strapless  formals.

Joyce  Mortensen,  “I  have  worn 
strapless  formals  to  non-church 
dances  before  but  never  to 
church  dances.

Makee  Blaisdell,  “Some  of  the 
boys  were  not  in  favor  of  girl| 
wearing  strapless  formals  even 
before  Elder  Kimball’s  talk  and 
his  talk  brought  more  attention, 
to  this  fact.  Some  boys  are  even 
embarrassed  to  take  girls  who 
are  wearing  strapless  formals 
to  dances.  I think  the  talk  was 
just  what  the  school,  needed. 
However,  I noticed  that  'after  the 
talk,  some  girls  still  wore  strap- 
less formals.” 

Jackie  Hansen,  “Both  of  my 
strapless  formals  have  stoles  and 
I have  never  worn  one  without. 

I have  never  thought  it  was  right 
for  girls  to  wear  strapless  for- 
mats without-  some  sort  of  a 
stole.  In  fact  I was  surprised  to 
see  so  many  girls  at  the  Y 
wearing  them.

Betsy  Sears,  “As  long  as  it 
a church  ruling  and  npt  just 
school  ruling  it  should  apply  to 
all  phases  of  our  lives,  off  cam- 
pus as  well  as  on.” 

Most  of  these  students  seem 
to  agree  that  girls  should  not 
wear  strapless  evening  gowns; 
however,  some  other  students 
seem  to  think  that  this  is  just 
temporary  movement.  They 
think  that  the  girls  may  put 
their  strapless  dresses  away  for 
a few  months  but  will  start  Wear- 
ing them  again.  But  this  is  not 
a temporary  movement.  It  is  the 
word  of  the  Lord,  delivered  by 
on  of  his  servants,  therefore 
should  all  abide  by  it.

But  space 
beneath  the  Joseph  Smith  lobby  timepiece  is  limited  and  when  too 
many  friends  congregate,  passage  is  blocked  to  outer  doors  and  the 
auditorium.  Wouldn’t  it  be  just  as  easy  to  choose  a less  popular 
meeting  place?

Under  the  capable  direction  of 
Coach  Bob  Bunker,  the  BYU 
Freshman'  squad  walked  away 
with  the  enviable  record  of  seven- 
teen wins  and  only  one  loss  in 
the  season’s  play. 

Tom  Karren,  ace  from  last 
year's  B Y High  squad,  and 
Sherm  Crump,  stalwart  from  Jor- 
dan High's  crack  team  last  year, 
carried  off  individual  scoring 
honors;  Karen  with  182  points 
in  16  games  for  a game  average 
of  11,37  points  and  Crump  with 
200  paints  in  18  games  for  an 
average  of  11.11  points  per  game. 

Scoring  a total  of  1119  points 
this  season,  the  yoimg  Cats  held 
their  opponents  to  812  points,  an 


average  of  62.16  points  per  game 
as  compared  to  45.11  points  for 
the  opponents.

The  UNIVERSE  staff  is  preparing  a lawsuit 
against  the  United  Press  for  stealing  its  all-con- 
ference basketball  team.  On  the  other  hand,  may- 
be we  should  feel  proud  that  the  coaches  of  the 
Skyline  conference,  who  chose  the  team,  should 
have  such  explicit  faith  in  our  judgment. 

The  only  instance  where  the  U.P.  differed' from 
the  UNIVERSE  was  in  the  second  team  selection 
where  Dick  Haag  of  Wyoming  was  named  in  place 
of  our  choice  of  Glendon  Anderson  of  Colorado 
A&M.  This  is  probably  because  Anderson  missed 
a i:ood  part  of  the  season  as  a result  of  injury. 

Practically  unnoticed,  Utah  State’s  Burt  Cook 
has  been  raising  havoc  with  the  conference  scor- 
ing records  this’season.

His  total 
points  replaced  the  379  established  by  Denver’s 
All-American,  Vince  Boryla,  during  the  1948-49 
season.

135  charity  pitches,  10  better  than  Boryla’s  old 
record. 

If  this  boy  were  on  a winning  ball  team,  he’d 
come  in  for  a lot  of  national  recognition — and  he’s 
only  a junior.  Incidentally,  he  is  also  a great 
shortstop  on  the  Aggie  baseball  team,  Western 
Division  champions  last  year. 

By  the  time  a BYU  basketball  player  becomes 
a senior,  he  has  become  quite  an  adept  public 
speaker,  as  evidenced  by  the  victory  assembly 
yesterday.  The  boys  didn’t  ramble  on  like  some 
of  our  brethren,  but  they  left  no  doubt  as  to  their 
sincerity  and  devotion  to  the  school  and  church. 

A special  “Thank  You”  to  these  five  fellows 
who,  in  New  York  and  Kansas  City,  will  be  play- 
ing their  final  games  for  BYU— Mel  (what’s  the 
hurry)  Hutchins,  Roland  (Bobcat)  Minson,  Dick 
(spook)  Jones,  Russell  (Hustler)  Hillman,  and 
Bob  (jet-propelled)  Craig.

then  attended  the  University  of 
Chicago  where  he  received  his 
MA  and  Ph.D.  degrees.  He  ma- 
jored in  New  Testament  Litera- 
ture and  Historical  background. 

While  at  Chicago,  Dr.  Swensen 
studied  under  Dr.  Goodspeed,  and 
Dr.  T.  V.  Smith.  Dr.  Smith  is 
also  a former  U.  S.  senator  who 
has  appeared  here  recently  on 
lecture  tours. 

After  receiving  his  Ph.D.  in 
1934,  Dr.  Swensen  returned  to  the 
y as  a member  of  the  faculty.

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1 In  1949  he  was  appointed  head  of 
the  department,  taking  over  the 
leadership  from  Dr.  Christen  Jen- 
sen, who  was  to  become  acting 
President  of  the  university. 

Dr.  Swenson  is  also  the  author 
of  four  books  on  Religious’ His- 
tory. They  are  “New  Testament 
Literature,’’  "Synoptic  Gospels,” 
“Interpretations  of  the  Gospel  of 
John,”  and  “The  Acts  and  Epis- 
tles of  the  New  Testament.” 
These  books  have  been  widely 
used  in  LDS  Sunday  School  work 
as  training  manuals. 

Under  Dr.  Swensen  in  the  His- 
tory and  Political  Science  depart- 
ment here  are  Dr.  Richard  P. 
Poll,  Dr.  Brigham  D.  Madsen,  Dr. 
Hugh  Nibley,  Professors  Stewart 
L,  Grow,  who  is  on  a leave  of  ab- 
sence, William  C.  Carr.  Clyde 
Sandgren,  Lawson  Hamblin,  and 
Drs.  John  T.  Bernhard,  and  Jay 
B.  Hunt. 

Thus  is  the  History  and  Politi- 
cal Science  department  of  BYU 
growing,  by  rapid  strides,  and  un- 
der the  leadership  of  Dr.  Swensen 
and  the  other  fine  men  of  the  de- 
partment, more  progress  will  be 
made  in  the  future  toward  giving 
the  youth  of  today  the  back- 
ground of  the  living  past  that 
they  will  need  to  become  greater 
citizens  in  the  world  of  tomorrow.
